James Goodwin Young (Minnie Tucker, James), born March 
30, 1790, in Dinwiddle county, Va., married, iirst, Elizabeth Ann 
Dean; second, Catherine Brewer, and, third, Elizabeth Clements 
Young, his "double first cousin," born August 19, 1797, a daugh- 
ter of Hardaway and Angeline {Goodwin) Young. James Good- 
win Young was a planter and proprietor of the Tavern at Din- 
widdle Courthouse. He had 892 acres of land on the north side 
of Sappony Creek, beginning at the corner of the land belonging 
to William H. Goodwyn (Joseph, Joseph, Thomas, Mathew, 
James). He left Virginia by private conveyance August 20, 
1836, and arrived at Dallas county, Ala., October 4, 1836. His 
eldest daughter had married before this time, and she now 
(1899) resides in Dallas county, and has contributed much of 
this history. Young child by second wife: i. Elizabeth Ann, 
born 1813, married Stith Hardaway, son of Thomas Goodwin 
and Hollie {Goodwin) Hardaway; Young children by third wife : 
ii. Hardaway, born July 25, 1819, married Minerva Jones 
Vaughan. They had two children, Annie Mathews, born ITovem- 
ber 20, 1850, married Archibald B. Jones. They reside in Selma, 
Ala. Mrs. Jones has rendered great assistance in compiling 
these records; and Elizabeth Peterson, born January 23, 1855, 
married Samuel A. Mountain and resides in Mobile, Ala. 

VIEGINIA GOODWINS. 

Manj {Polly) Goodwin, born about 1759, married Sherwood 
Fowler, who enlisted in the Eevolutionary War from Powhatan 
coimty, Va., serving six months in the Virginia troop as pri- 
vate, corporal and sergeant under Col. Willis and Capt. Walker 
a portion of the time. He applied for a pension December 5, 
1832, then 73 years of age, and residing in Bedford county, Tenn. 
He died in Marshall county, Tenn., in 1839. Fowler children : 
i. Sherwood (Woody) married Betsy ; ii. John; iii. Cole- 
man; iv. Abbott; v. Jacob; vi. Mary Daniel, married Nathaniel 
Glenn ; vii. Jane ; viii. William ; ix. daughter married her cousin, 
William Fowler. 

Mary Daniel Fowler (Mary), born about 1797, married Na- 
thaniel Glenn, a son of James Glenn, who was born in Scotland 
and lived in Cumberland, Va. Mrs. Glenn was an educated 
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woman and a fine old Virginia housekeeper. They afterward 
removed to an extensive plantation in Texas, owning many 
slaves. Glenn children: i. Mary, married George Gresham; ii. 
Ann, married Alexander Ewing McClure; iii. Martha Susan, 
bom August 4, 1824, married Andrew Jackson Fowler; iv. Vir- 
ginia, died unmarried; v. Thomas, married Laura Smith, and 
was killed in Civil War ; vi. Marshall, married Mollie DuPuy. 

Martha Susan Glenn (Mary Daniel, Mary), born August 4, 
1824, at "Obsloe," Prince Edward, Va., was married February 
10, 1841, at Fort Houston, Texas, to Andrew Jackson Fowler, 
who was a descendant of the Fowlers, of Wake county, N". C. He 
was a Texas pioneer, captain of a company of Indian fighters, 
lieutenant-colonel of Bass' Texas Regiment Cavalry in the Con- 
federate army. He represented Lamar county in the Congress 
of the Texas Eepublic when he was 27 years old. He died March 
31, 1885. His widow resides (1899) in Tindale, Texas. Fowler 
children: i. Clara Daniel Fowler, born November 1, 1841, mar- 
ried W. W. Manning; ii. ISTathan Godfrey, born January 13, 
1844, living unmarried; iii. Littleton, born July 15, 1846, liv- 
ing unmarried; iv. Henry Baseom, born September 23, 1848,, 
married Edwina jSTelms Reagan ; v. Mary Virginia, born January 
25, 1853, married Henry Clay Warren; vi. Wm. Andrew, born 
September 25, 1854, died unmarried; vii. Glenn Dora, born July 
1, 1858, married James Joyce Arthur; viii. Thomas Marshall, 
born October 2, 1860; ix. Frank Benton, born October 15, 1864, 
married Sarah Colver. 

Glen Dora Fowler (Martha Susan, Mary Daniel, Mary), born 
July 1, 1858, in Palestine Texas, was married November 26, 
1879, at Elkhart, Texas, to James Joyce Arthur, born December 
29, 1855, near Minden, La., a son of Thomas Rhodes and Rachel 
(Loftin) Arthur. Mr. Arthur is secretary of the Railroad Com- 
mission of Texas. They reside (1899) at 1802 Pearl street, Aus- 
tin, Texas.
